The undersigned, on behalf of Applicant, petitions the Commissioner requesting 
withdrawal of the holding of abandonment of the above identified application. The application 
was abandoned for allegedly failing to reply to a First Office Action dated November 30, 2004. 
However, records of USPTO correspondence maintained by the Applicant's representative firm, 
Sughrue Mion PLLC, in the normal course of business demonstrate that no First Office action 
was received between November 30, 2004 and December 14, 2004. Similarly, even today, the 
electronic file wrapper maintained by the USPTO does not show that a First Office Action was 
ever issued. 

Submitted herewith, in support of the present Petition, are the following documents: 

1. Exhibit A: Notice of Abandonment, mailed by the USPTO on April 4, 2006 
stating that abandoimient is based on an alleged failure of Applicant to reply within the statutory 
period to an Office Action allegedly mailed on November 30, 2004. 

2. Exhibit B: One (1) copy of the Image File Wrapper in PAIR for USSN 
1 0/758,256 printed on June 27, 2006. 

3. Exhibits C-M: One (1) copy of the "PTO Office Actions Mail Room Report," 
which records all USPTO correspondence received by the firm Sughrue Mion PLLC, for each of 
November 30, 2004, December 1-3, 2004, December 6-10, 2004 and December 13-14, 2004.

Discussion 

Exhibit A, which is a Notice of Abandonment dated April 4, 2006 and specifies an 
abandonment due to failure to respond to an Office Action allegedly mailed on November 30, 
2006, was sent almost one year after the expiration of the statutory period for reply. The unusual 
delay in notifying Applicant about the abandonment indicates some errors occurred in the 
USPTO handling and recording of the mailing of the Office Action allegedly sent on November 
30, 2004. USPTO policies would have had a failure to reply to a properly handled Office Action 
sent much sooner. 

Exhibit B demonstrates on its face that there is no listing in the USPTO 's own records of 
an Office Action having been mailed on November 30, 2004, or in fact, any Office Action sent at 
any time. The absence of a listing of any Office Action in the file wrapper maintained in PAIR 
indicates some errors occurred in the USPTO handling, mailing and recording of the Office 
Action allegedly sent on November 30, 2004. 

Exhibits C-M clearly demonstrate that this firm, representing Applicant, did not receive 
the Office Action allegedly mailed on November 30, 2004. Normally, mail sent to the firm from 
the USPTO arrives within one to five days of the mail date. Indeed, Applicant's representative 
has not yet received the Office Action, though a request was made to the Examiner on May 25, 
2006, following several attempts to contact the Examiner and his supervisor by telephone for 
information about the abandonment.. 

In view of the above it is respectfully submitted that the application should not have been 
abandoned and the Commissioner is petitioned to withdraw the holding of abandonment and to 
reissue the Office Action allegedly mailed on November 30, 2004 or issue a new Office Action. 

Alternatively , the undersigned petitions the Commissioner to revive the above application 
under 37 CFR §1.1 37(b). 

The entire delay in filing a reply from the due date for the required reply until the filing 
of a grantable petition under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b) was unavoidable due to the failure to mail or a 
mis-mailing of the Office Action such that neither Applicants or their representatives received 
the Office Action, and have not yet received any Office Action in the above referenced 
application.
